THE  IDIOT 


fyodor  dostoyevsky 


In  our  attempt  to  deal  with  the  Christmas  season  in  Southern  California,  amidst  our  bare- 
toot  and  sunbleached  ways,  we  bring  you  yet  another  evocation  of  the  long  Russian  win- 
ter with  our  own  marathon  production  of  Fyodor  Dostoyevsky's  great  novel.  Tlie  Idiot. 

The  work  is  particularticularly  appropriate  for  this  season:  its  hero,  the  "Idiot."  is  Prince 
Myshkin— a  completely  innocent  man.  Dostoyevsky  wrote:  "For  a  long  time  an  idea  has 
tortured  me      .  .This  idea  is  to  depict  the  wholly  beautiful  man.  There's  nothing  more 
difficult  to  do.  especially  in  our  age." 

That  was  almost  one  hundred  years  ago,  and  the  Prince  has  traveled  through  the  twentieth 
century,  a  guileless  "naif"  surrounded  by  the  banality,  passion  and  violence  of  late  nine- 
teenth century  Russian  society,  that  reverberates  in  a  curious  fashion  to  our  own.  That 
quality,  so  particularly  prevelant  in  Dostoyevsky's  work,  is  rooted  in  his  penetration  of 
the  human  soul,  in  the  paradox  between  the  trivial  and  the  divine,  the  demonic  and  the 
saintly,  masked  in  ordinary  life. 

Edward  Wasiololek  remarkes  in  his  introduction  to  Tlie  Notebooks  for  "Tlie  Idiot": 
".  .  .  innocence  and  humility  were  explosive  forces.  Myshkin  was  not  meant  to  quiet  the 
world,  but  to  threaten  it.  He  could  offer  forgiveness,  but  could  not  move  the  heart  of 
the  other  to  accept  it.  He  could  offer  the  world  love,  but  he  could  not  transform  it.  .  ." 

Mr.  Wasiolek  describes  the  creation  of  The  Idiot:  "It  was  written  abroad-in  Geneva,  Ve- 
vey,  Milan,  Florence-in  cold  flats,  poverty,  sickness,  personal  tragedy,  homesickness,  des- 
pair. .  .  he  wrote  it  between  fits  of  gambling  and  fits  of  epilepsy,  when  there  was  no  mo- 
ney and  very  little  hope.  He  wrote  it  because  the  novel  itself  was  the  hope.  .  .  ." 

For  many  of  you  this  reading  of  Tlie  Idiot  will  be  like  meeting  an  old  friend  again,  and 
perhaps  evoke  that  moment  in  time  when  you  first  opened  its  pages.  For  others,  it  will 
be  a  new  experience,  and  we  hope  it  will  turn  you  on  to  the  creations  of  a  monumental 
writer.  We  are  using  the  Signet  Classic  paperback,  in  a  new  translation  by  Henry  and  01- 
ga  Carlisle,  in  case  you  care  to  read  along. 

KPFK's  production  of  Tlie  Idiot  is  uniquely  evocative  of  the  charisma  of  Southern  Calif- 
ornia, just  as  the  presentation  last  year  of  our  sister  station  WBAI's  reading  of  War  and 
Peace,  was  of  New  York.  More  than  one  hundred  voices  appear  in  the  Dostoyevsky  work, 
and  they  belong  to  that  special  mixture  indigenous  to  this  city.  You  will  hear  film  direc- 
tors  and  stars,  political  figures,  programmers;  a  variety  of  people  from  all  walks  of  life. 
A  partial  listing  appears  on  this  page,  and  the  readers  will  be  introducing  themselves  on 
the  air.  The  novel  will  open  at  6:00  p.m.  Christmas  day  with  Joseph  Benti;  it  will  end 
Friday  evening.  December  28,  with  Dean  Stockwell. 

Tlie  production,  approximately  thirty  hours  in  length,  required  about  ten  times  as  many 
hours  of  arrangement  and  editing.  It  was  produced  by  Stephen  Blum,  assisted  by  Mitchell 
Pomerantz.  and  more  than  twenty-five  volunteers. 

The  gathering  together  of  these  disparate  voices  on  the  air  is  a  microcosm  of  the  sounds 
of  KPFK's  15  years  of  broadcasting,  and  an  indication  of  the  range  of  supporters  that  a 
people's  form  of  communication  can  embody.  Tune  in  on  us  during  this  week,  or  stay 
with  us  all  the  way,  and  share  the  experience  of  a  uniquely  Pacifica  vision.
